Thank you, ladies and gentle- 
men, for the confidence in the 
uncontested candidates and for 
the interest in the election of 
three councillors and the second 
vice-president.

We have already made a new 
start on alumni giving under 
Chairman Bernie McCallum. We 
have offered social and sporting 
events. We have an active stu- 
dent loan fund under Chairman 
George Joly. We have student 
bursaries. We are revitalizing the 
“alumnus”, etc. 

This coming year, I would like 
to see cultural and other activi- 
ties started and visualize build- 
ing up strong event organizations 
along these lines: 


A Cultural Committee — and 
sub-committees. 

A Social Committee — again 
with sub-committees to 


handle golf, the at home, 
oyster party, etc. 

A Financial Committee. 

A Secretarial Committee — in- 
cluding under it, out-of-town 
chapters. 

A Religious Activity Commit- 
tee. 

A Public Relations Committee. 

Each of these six divisions 
would have an officer of the 
association as general chairman 
and a councillor as vice-chairman 
—with power to create sub-com- 
mittees. Thus, we would have 
each board member clearly re- 
sponsible for a segment of the 
association and, at that same 
time, bring in participation from 
the individual members of the 
association. 

I would like the new board to

No Charter This Session 


Revenue Minister Eric Kierans 
has announced that the Govern- 
ment will not consider the ques- 
tion of grouping Loyola College 
as a limited university during the 
present legislative session. 


Mr. Kierans, who received his 
Bachelor of Arts degree, Magna 
Cum Laude, from Loyola in 1935, 
said that inevitably there would 
be disappointment but it would 
be wrong to associate the deci- 
sion with negative nationalism or 
discrimination. 


Within Part 2 of the Parent 
Report on Education is a recom- 
mendation that a limited charter 
university be formed by grouping 
the facilities of Loyola, Mari- 
anopolis College, the Thomas 
More Institute, and St. Joseph’s 
Teachers College. 


Loyola has sought university 
status for many years. 

Mr. Kierans said he agreed 
with the Department of Educa- 
tion’s policy of working from the 
‘bottom up” on the Parent rec- 
ommendations: namely, by ex- 
panding existing primary and 
secondary institutions, building 
technical institutions, and re- 
gional re-organization. 


Mr. Kierans said higher edu- 
cation has not suffered. The 
Quebec Government is providing 
huge sums for university build- 
ing costs and Education Minister 
Paul Gerin-Lajoie is “working 
day and night” on the problems 
implicit in adapting classical col- 
leges within the changing frame- 
work of Quebec education. 

“Definite decisions have not 
yet been reached,” he said. ‘An 
overall plan is necessary before a 
particular decision can be taken 
and for this reason the question 
of a limited charter university 
will not be taken up at the pres- 
ent session. 

“TI consider the Parent recom- 
mendations to be an ideal solu- 
tion for Loyola but I also agree 
that a full and careful study of 
all of the commission’s recom- 


mendations should be made be- 
fore particular sections of the 
report can be implemented. 


“Inevitably, there will be dis- 


appointment but it would be bad, 
it would be wrong to associate 
this decision with negative na- 
tionalism or discrimination. 


In no place other than Quebec 


were minority interests served 
more generously, said Mr. Kier- 
ans. Thirty-eight per cent of uni- 
versity grants were allotted to 
English-speaking institutions. 


In the last five years, he told 


his audience, Loyola had received 


more than had been allotted the 
college in the last generation 
from all sources. 

Quebec, he said, had recog- 
nized the “particular religious 
community at Loyola” and, ac- 
cordingly the status and prestige 
of the college had grown tre- 
mendously in recent years. 

‘Further recognition,” said Mr. 
Kierans, “is inevitable but the 
Government would ask for a 
little more patience.”’ 

And the Government, he added, 
in view of its generosity, had 
‘the upper claim” as opposed to 
calls for immediate action.

An Editorial 


LESLIE ROBERTS, noted author and 
commentator, discusses Loyola of Mont- 
real, on his daily morning program, 
Wednesday, July 14th, over radio sta- 
tion CJAD. 


There is no reason which 
makes sense by any educational 
yardstick why Loyola College 
should be longer denied univer- 
sity status. Although not a per- 
son who goes along with the 
view that educational institu- 
tions, especially when drawing 
support from the state, should be 
attached to religious institutions, 
I recognize the existence of the 
fact and the condition as a part 
of the fabric of life here, and 
that no matter what changes 
occur in the forseeable future, 
the association is bound to con- 
tinue. There can be no valid con- 
ditions, therefore, under the set- 
up of our educational structure 
for withholding university status 
from a college which primarily 
serves the English-speaking 
Roman Catholic community. This 
is a debate which has gone on 
for years... during which, inci- 


dentally, Loyola has enjoyed 
major growth. In its specialized 
fields it enjoys an exceptional 
teaching staff. Why, then, is it 
denied the status it seeks. Is 
competition in some way in- 
volved...from other teaching 
establishments perhaps one in 
particular, which fears its own 
grants might decline? That was 
certainly said during earlier re- 
quests for status, and the fingers 
were pointed directly, perhaps 
unfairly, at L’Université de Mont- 
réal. The rumour persists. It per- 
sists because even though the 
Quebec government chose an 
alumnus of Loyola, an_Irish- 
Catholic and senior English- 
speaking minister—The Honour- 
able Eric Kierans—no thorough 
or satisfactory explanation was 
given as to why the provincial 
government is still unwilling to 
implement this especially strong 
recommendation in the Parent 
Report. What is the lowdown 
about Loyola? If the excuse is 
valid, then the reasons should be 
spelled out. 








Petitioners Hope 
Delay Minimum 


The twelve representatives of Montreal’s English Catholic com- 
munity who last December asked the government to charter a new 
Loyola University, have expressed disappointment with a cabinet 
decision to postpone action on their request. 





The 12 petitioners met behind closed doors at Loyola College to 
hear a report on the fate of Loyola Bill 133 by their attorney, T. P. 
Slattery, Q.C. 


They called the government’s decision ‘a disappointment to the 
community, chiefly because a delay must now occur in implementing 
plans to provide facilities so badly needed for the increasing student 
body.” 


The petitioners expressed hope, however, that whatever delay is 
entailed in granting a university charter “be reduced to the minimum.” 





Newly appointed Federal Justice 
Minister Lucien Cardin, Loyola 
Class ’41, has been granted the 
title of Queen’s Counsel by the 
Quebec Cabinet.

Case For Loyola University 


(The following editorial is reprinted courtesy of THE MONTREAL STAR) 


Failure of the Quebec government to act on 
an application for creation of a limited-charter 
university based on Loyola College is causing 
understandable uneasiness among English-lan- 
guage Roman Catholics. 

The Parent Royal Commission recommended 
the creation of such a university and the com- 
mission’s report noted that even if bachelor’s 
courses are reduced from four to three years, 
Loyola will soon reach the 2,000 minimum en- 
rolment suggested for limited-charter universi- 
ties; that the teaching staff is more highly 
qualified than that of any other classical college, 
and that it is attempting to provide itself with 
the necessary buildings, equipment and library. 

Talks have been continuing with the other 
institutions which the Commission suggested 
might want to join the new university, and, 
thinking has progressed to the point where even 
wider opportunities than at first envisaged are 
considered possible. 

The fear being expressed in some quarters is 
that, by design or accident, the application for 
a new English-language university will be heard 
at the same time as an application for a similar 
French-language institution. 

There are three reasons for this fear, one 
being that it could delay hearing of the applica- 
tion for quite some time. For, as the Parent 
Commission pointed out, the two French-lan- 
guage Jesuit institutions that could be involved, 
are neither singly, nor taken together, capable 


of meeting the Commission’s standards for a 
limited-charter university. A wider grouping of 
facilities would be complicated and time-con- 
suming. 

A second reason is that demand for facilities 
for French-language students will be relatively 
speaking so much greater than for English stu- 
dents in the near future — and because starting 
from scratch will be so expensive—an English 
institution, even though at an advanced stage of 
evolution, could be given short shrift. The third 
reason is that the growing feeling in French- 
Canada against creation of a new French-lan- 
guage institution with any clerical involvement 
could slop over, unjustly, on to Loyola. 

A corporation broadly representative of the 
English-Catholic community has been set up to 
seek a charter for the proposed institution. If 
the philosophy guiding it follows that expressed 
by Very Rev. Dr. Roger Guindon, OMI, of Ot- 
tawa University, the Royal Commission proviso 
that ‘“‘a new university should not be an institu- 
tion under the control of a private group, 
whether lay or clerical’’ should be met. 

Commenting on the transition of Ottawa U 
from clerical to lay administration July 1, Dr. 
Guindon said that ‘‘The new board, obviously, 
will control the university. But, the Fathers 
continue to share in that control and they look 
forward to a future that holds the same possi- 
bilities of professional scope for them as indi- 
viduals as for their lay colleagues.”

Graduates 
Grow with 
College 


A total of 199 graduates, the 
largest graduating class in the 
history of Loyola College, re- 
ceived degrees in Arts, Science 
and Commerce at the 69th an- 
nual convocation this summer, 
marking the close of 137 years 
of education by this Montreal 
institution. 

‘What applies to the graduat- 
ing class is, in all areas, the key- 
note of this year at Loyola: Ex- 
pansion joined to inner growth,” 
Rev. Patrick G. Malone, s.j., de- 
clared in his president's report 
delivered to the graduates and 
friends beneath sunny skies in an 
outdoor ceremony on the col- 
lege’s quadrangle. 

‘There have been a number of 
special events during the year,”’ 
he said. ‘‘The first was the warm- 
hearted visit of Governor-Gen- 
eral and Madame Vanier for the 
official opening of the Vanier 
Library. In very short order, the 
fine new building has become an 
important part of our campus. 
Because of special budgetary al- 
locations from the college and 
gifts from many friends, the book 
holdings are steadily on the in- 
crease, 

‘I may mention perhaps the 
wonderful effort of the Loyola 
Associates under the presidency 
of Mrs. C. H. Wayland, the dona- 
tion for engineering books from 
A. K. Velan, the trust fund estab- 
lished by Mrs. Mae Boyle, the 
various gifts to the D’Arcy Mc- 
Gee collection, and a number of 
other benefactions. 

‘In the year now closing the 
full- time enrolment for day 
courses counted some 1,742 stu- 
dents, an increase of approxi- 
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Mr. and Mrs. Charles H. Wayland and their son, 
David, who received his B.A. degree at Loyola’s 
69th convocation. Mr. Wayland is a member of 
the Board of Governors and Mrs. Wayland is 
president of the Loyola Association. 


mately 25 per cent over the 
previous year. At the present 
time, I may note in passing, the 
enrolment for September is fore- 
cast at 2,100 or a similar growth 
once again. 

‘A stillmore remarkable growth 
is to be found in the Evening and 
Summer Divisions where a 51 
per cent increase has brought the 
total to 2,582 students, of whom 
some 60 per cent are seeking a 
university degree. 

“One of the chief concerns of 
Loyola has been to attract the 
most promising students to this 
campus. With this in mind, we 
have set aside about $90,000 an- 
nually for student aid. In addi- 
tion, we have received assistance 
for student aid from several 
benefactors. 

“I said that we have enriched 
the content of our academic pro- 
gram. It is not possible here to 
make a comprehensive list of 
changes, but I may note that the 
Department of Communications 
is inaugurated; the curriculum in 
Engineering is to be expanded 


_ 


into a five year program leading 
to a degree granted through Loy- 
ola; Sociology is already re- 
established; and Psychology is 
entering into departmental struc- 
ture. 


“The African Studies will be- 
gin to offer instruction in Swa- 
hili; meanwhile, it has gathered 
one of the best university col- 
lections in Canada of African 
literature for the library. The 
D’Arcy McGee collection is slow- 
ly building up, thanks to many 
benefactors and the enlightened, 
enthusiastic work of our commit- 
tee,’ said Father Malone. 


‘“T also may note the creation 
of a regular university Senate in 
which, under one of the most 
democratic structures in Canada 
and with a faculty manual that 
expresses the college’s esteem of 
faculty co-operation, the scholas- 
tic excellence of Loyola becomes 
in more formal terms a responsi- 
bility of our entire academic 
community,” the president con- 
cluded.

Memories! Wonderful, happy 
memories of fascinating cities, 
picturesque countryside, interest- 
ing people, confusing money, 
strange local customs, humorous 
situations, new friendships. Oh 
sO many, Many memories are to 
be found among the treasures 
people brought back with them 
from our 1965 Charter Flight to 
Europe. 

Only those who have ever 
travelled on such a flight can 
appreciate the completely differ- 
ent atmosphere that prevails. We 
assume people on other charters 
are like those we have travel- 
led with during the last two 
years — absolutely wonderful, 
friendly, congenial human-beings. 
And I’m sure many of them will 


share my lonesome feeling when- 
ever they take a normal flight 
from now on. There just isn’t 
any comparison. 

Of course someone is always 
seeing someone off on a trip, but 
have you ever been part of a 
party of 164 people being wished 
bon voyage? The lounge around 
the Sabena departure desk at 
Dorval looked as though all 
Montreal was being evacuated as 
friends and relatives mingled 
with our passengers for last fare- 
wells. 

The friendly handshakes and 
good wishes of the Alumni Asso- 
ciation’s now past - president, 
Harry Hemens and his wife, 
Sadie, our new president, Don 
McNaughton and his wife, Bar- 
bara, and our moderator Father 
Jack O’Brien, as well as many

other alumni, did much to make 
everyone feel an important mem- 
ber of Loyola’s family, not just 
another traveller. 

Once overseas, most of the 
passengers, intent on enjoying 
every precious moment to its ut- 
most, scattered like a_ broken 
string of pearls to various places 
of their own particular choosing. 

Thirty-one of us more inex- 
perienced European travellers 
chose to carry this charter idea 
a little further and see as many 
of Europe’s renowned cities as 
possible as a group by bus.

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glad of a familiar face and a 
Canadian accent before three 
weeks had passed. I’m_ glad 
others felt the same way to make 
the private tour possible. 


There was something almost 
‘homey’ about having the same 
big, clean, comfortable bus 
throughout the trip, with our 
amiable chauffeur, Reinhart, driv- 
ing it along super highways, nar- 
row streets, treacherous moun- 
tain passes and through heavy 
city traffic with the dexterity of 
a competent nanny wheeling a 
baby carriage through the park. 


And how much easier it was 
on the nerves to let the charm- 
ing young John, a Paris resident, 
be our interpreter, guide, cur- 
rency consultant, general trouble 
shooter and sheepdog for round- 


ing up stray luggage and travel- 
lers. 


It was fascinating to listen to 
Reinhart and John switch lan- 
guages part way through a con- 
versation when they wanted to 
emphasize a point. 


Like most first-time tourists, 
we tried to see a little more of 
Europe than it is possible to 
absorb in one trip. We would 
have been more than a little 
seat-weary if we hadn’t allowed 
extra days in charmingly pictur- 
esque Lucerne,  indescribably 
beautiful Rome, bikini centre 
Nice (the men’s favorite), fasci- 
nating Paris and wonderful Lon- 
don. 

Doing these cities in groups 
and individually added to the 
lively conversation as we all 
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gathered at mealtimes. Many 
people actually felt lonesome 
when back in Paris and London, 
meals and sightseeing no longer 
became a group project. 


London Airport was a minia- 
ture replay of the Montreal send- 
off. Greetings and hellos abound- 
ed between people who had met 
during the flight over. The return 
flight went quickly as everyone 
endeavored to describe to his 
fellow passengers where he had 
been and the treasures with 
which he was returning.
